Andy’s vaping habit was 
getting out of hand. . . 
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BLACK VEIL BRIDES have 
announced that you will now be able 
to relive one of the band’s favourite 
live shows ever, time and time again, 
from the comfort of your own sofa! Their new 
DVD, entitled Alive And Burning, is set to be 
released on July 10 and features an eyebrow- 
singeing set from LA’s Wiltern Theater recorded 
on last year’s Black Mass tour. With all this and, 
it turns out, a little more in the pipeline from 
camp BVB, we caught up with Andy Biersack to 
talk pyro, the big screen and the prospect of new 
music from him before the end of the year... 

YOU RECORDED THE DVD LIVE IN THE BAND'S 
HOMETOWN OF LA- WERE YOU WORRIED 
ABOUT ANY MESS-UPS YOU MADE BEING 
IMMORTALISED FOREVER? 

“Not really, no! The thing is. I’ve really enjoyed 
going through this DVD and seeing the mistakes 
that were made - there’s a lot of great ones in 
there that we’ve kept. For instance, at one point I 


climb up on some speakers and don’t really have an 
exit strategy to get off them - I end up putting my 
hand and microphone in front of the speakers and 
there’s this huge, loud shrieking! But it’s so much 
fun to watch the moments where we’re maybe 
trying to put on a bigger show than maybe we 
were really capable of (laughs)lWe decided to keep 
all those little flaws and mistakes in there, though, 
because it just makes the whole thing much more 
authentic to the actual experience of the show.’’ 

HAVE YOU LEARNT ANYTHING ABOUT BVB AS 
A LIVE BAND WATCHING IT BACK? 

“From my perspective, I think I’ve definitely gotten 
much better in my live performances than from 
earlier days when I was doing loads of unnecessary 
stuff that I thought was entertaining but probably 
really wasn’t! I grew up playing sports, though, so 
my dad always taught me that watching yourself 
back is always a good chance to learn.The other 
thing I really learnt watching it through was how 
much I really love the dynamic of the band; how

concentrating on what I’m doing, so it’s been nice to 
get an overview” 

WHY HAVE YOU DECIDED TO CAPTURE YOUR 
LIVE PERFORMANCE AT THIS PARTICULAR 
POINT IN YOUR CAREER? 

“I think this is the first time in our career where 
we’re a tight enough live band and we have a good 
enough presentation as a live show that people will 
be entertained by it. We’ve always aspired to be the 
band that we are now, and in many ways we already 
aspire to be the band we will be in 10 years’ time - I 
think if you’re ambitious and dedicated to what you 
do, you will always be searching for more. That being 
said, this incarnation of the band has been playing 
together for six years now, which, for a ^ „ 

band who tour for eight or nine i’.^ 
months a year, is a good length ' ' 

of time to be together. Combine , i ^ -"fr 

that with the fact that this was ‘ j ^ 

the biggest U.S. headline tour & ‘ ^ 

we’ve ever done and it just felt t ' 


like the right time. I’ll be honest. I’ve been hesitant 
about doing live DVDs before because you want to 
give people value for money, but I think this really 
represents that.” 

LOOKING TO THE FUTURE, YOU RECENTLY 
DID SOME ACTING IN THE JULIET SIMMS 
VIDEO - ALONG WITH THE DVD, DOES THIS 
SIGNAL THE START OF EVEN MORE ONSCREEN 
APPEARANCES FOR YOU? 

“Well,y’know, I went to an arts school as a kid and 
was a drama major - I did a little bit of commercial 
acting in LA when I was younger, too. It was 
something I always really enjoyed, but I don’t know 
if it’s something I’m immediately looking at. But if 
something came my way and I had time for it and 
it fitted into the schedule of BlackVeil Brides and 
Andy Black and all those other things I’m 
involved in, it would be hugely fun to do 
1 a film or something. Does that mean I 
. think I have the skill level to do that? 

.* A I don’t really think so, but if someone 
^ wants to put me in something, I know 
I . I I’ll work my ass off to become the best 
y H actor I can be!” 


YOU MENTION ANDY BLACK. . . WE HEARD 
YOU'RE WORKING ON SOME NEW MATERIAL, 
WHAT CAN YOU TELL US ABOUT THAT? 

“It’s still really fresh in the way that I’m working on it. 
I’m not actually writing a full record right now because 
I’m still figuring out what the tone should be for the 
bulk of the songs. I think I know what I want the 
character to portray and what the lyrical content is, 
but one of the parts of that is you’ve really got to find 
something which is consistently great, makes you feel 
emotional and, for want of a better term, gives you a 
hard-on! At this point. I’m just playing with music and 
enjoying the process of working with many different 
kinds of songs. I’ve got a whole range of influences, 
from Broadway musicals to the darkest Skinny Puppy 
songs. I’ve got a couple of tracks that I’m pretty 
excited about, which might see the light of day before 
the end of the year. I’d like to do a single at least, just 
to remind people that I love this project and I’m 
working on it. But I’m still in BlackVeil Brides mode, so 
that’s still the primary focus for me right now.”

I Two decades on, and the position occupied by 
B Lemmy in the rock canon makes him muscular rock's 
fl answer to Johnny Cash. And while Black Sabbath may 
■ have been the band that invented heavy metal, it was 
I ^Motdrhead that tied ^is heaviness to rock'n'rolFs 
^ original energy and enierged with a sound that was as 
combustible as it was unstable. In doing so, with albums 
such as Ovedkill (1979) and Ace Of Spades (1980), the 
group btaied a trail through Britain - 1 980’s Ace Up Your 
Sleeve tour saw the 'Head perform over four nights at 


the Hammersmith Odeon - and influence a subsequent 
generation of angry, feral Americans. 

It's quite simple. Without Lemmy and Motdrhead. there 
would be no Metal lica, no Slayer, no Megadeth. no Anthrax. 

"Being a hero or a legend is obviously something I don't 
spend a lot of time thinking about" says Lemmy. “Slut if we 
were able to influence people, and to excite them, then 
that’s great Because that's what happened to me, when 
I was younger. When I first heard people such as Litde 

Richard, Fats Domino and Elvis, it 
j’Jst changed my life forever.

fronted now for 40 years. 

No, Lemmy is a hero because during this time, musically, 
not once has he ever told you a lie. 

“Rock'n’roll is the thing that I believe in," he says/lt has 
given me my living, and it has been my life. It's still my life, 
and I plan to keep it that way."

not exactly svhat you might expect from 
a guitar- toting rockstac 
, "It always used to be people outside of 
music« like [basketball legend] Michael Jordan, [baseball 
star] Andre Dawson and these Chicago sports figures," 
b^ins Pete. "Oh, and Batman, because he was this guy 
who makes a decision to be a vigilante, I think the most 
interesting heroes are the people who choose to be 
heroes, not the ones who have it thrust upon them." 

The Fall Out Boy man is one such hero, of course 
- a bassist who also provides the emotional fulcrum 
of his band's music via his unique brand of lyricism. A 
leading light who is so because he has made a choice to 
open himself up to the broadest audience imaginable. 

"Sometimes the process of being a rde model 
involves showing openly that you*ve been through 
tough times," confesses Pete. "My view has always 
been that if you can make life's difficulties a little less 
stigmatised, then that can only be a good thing." 

Yet, as the saying goes, with great power comes 
great responsibility; ask Pete about being an icon and 
it's a truism of which he is clearly painfully aware. 
"One of the hardest things about meaning 
something to people is the feet that you 
don't ever want to let them down. 

That goes to everything from litde 
interactions with people to the songs 
them^ves. Sometimes when I'm 
out with my family, f dmi't want to 
scop for photos, but I always try to 
remember that it takes a lot of guts 
to go up to someone you look up 
to. i mean, if [Rancid frontman] Tim 
Armstrong ignored me when I went 
up to him, it would be horriblel" 

Of course, unlike almost anyone 
else in these pages. Pete's hero 
status transcends the world of rock 
and into the decidedly murkier 
waters of mainstream popular 
culture and front-page celebrity. 

"in American celebrity culture 
there's this thing of 'worship 
worship worship’ until someone's 
star gets too high and then you 
break them down and repeat all 
: over again," sighs Plete.

“I learned that one early on in my career - 
hands on. Since then, even though I was drugged- 
out and as drunk as anybody has ever seen me, 
one of the things I didn’t do was coke before 
shows. I discovered that when I was in high school. 
I had a really bad gig one time after my girlfriend 
gave me a gram of blow.That did my head. I 
basically stopped the show halfway through and 
said, ‘I can’t do this.’ It didn’t work out for me.” 

2 ...BUT BOOZE IS OKAY 

“Even though I don’t drink any more, 

I know why I did: it calmed my nerves 
and relaxed my performance. If you’re gonna 
drink, though, pace yourself. I’ve had a couple 
of overindulgent drinking bouts before going 
onstage, and I couldn’t function properly. I 
remember one time when Velvet Revolver’s 
record [2004’s Contraband] went to Number 
One. Somebody came up to me in the 
dressing room and said, ‘Hey, man, let’s do 
some shots!’

KEEP YOUR OWN

“I can’t speak for everybody, 
because every band has their own 
way of doing things, but one of the 
main ways [of keeping the peace] 
is to be considerate to the people 
you’re working with.

I remember 
it very well. It was in Texas - Dallas, I think - and 
Duff [McKagan, GN’R bassist] and I completely 
obliterated two rooms that were connected to 
one another. Carpets, beds, tables. . . Everything 
that was or wasn’t nailed down. The bill far 
exceeded what I made for the whole tour.” 


5 LEARN THE REALITY OF A CROWD 

“...and how little control you really have 
over the situation.When it comes down 
to it, anything can happen. In 1 988, some people 
were trampled to death at Donington when Guns 
N’ Roses played.They had been asphyxiated in the 
mud during the surge to the stage. [The show] 
went from an all-time high to an all-time low. It was 
really dramatic.When you get that many people 
going in any particular direction with overzealous 
enthusiasm, you don’t really have control over it.” 

6 LEARN THE IMPORTANCE OF 
INTIMATION 

“This was one of the biggest lessons I ever 
learned. It came from our old GN’R manager, 

Alan Niven. It’s something that turned out to be 
important. Subconsciously I was always trying to be 
in tune or whatever, but I realised the importance 
of listening to other people from that point on.” 


7 NOBODY EVER LISTENS TO 

ADVICE... INCLUDING YOURSELF 

“Anything else that anybody tells you, 
you don’t fucking listen to. Nobody fucking listens 
when they’re getting advice. You usually do the 
exact opposite. And I don’t wanna be told what to 
do. Lessons that you learn come from experience. 
With rock’n’roll, you just go out there and you do 
it. You deal with it as it comes.” 

8 KNOW YOUR LIMITATIONS 

“Don’t take it for granted that you’re that 
good, because as soon as you start feeling 
like that, that’s when you’re gonna get tripped up. 
I’ve learned to always try to be as good as possible. 
Never think you’re good enough to walk out there 
with your dick in your hand and it’ll be okay. I’ve 
always worked hard and treated every show in 
the moment. No show is less important or more 
important than any other show - no matter where 
it is. If you’re in someone’s backyard or playing 
Donington, there’s no difference.”

T he first time Austin Carlile 

heard Linkin Park was at track practice, 
after his friend handed him a copy of 
Hybrid Theory. “I put it in my Discman 
and was just like, ‘What is th/s?’ And that 
was it! I was hooked,” the OM&M vocalist laughs. 

Even so, for the lifelong fan, he had quite a wait 
to see his heroes in the flesh - though it would 
prove to be worth the wait.‘‘[The first time I ever 
saw them was at] The Hollywood Bowl [last year] 
when I did a song with them,” he smiles.‘‘lt was 
the most nerve-wracking moment of my life!” 

These days, however, IP’s Mike Shinoda isn’t 
someone Austin admires from behind an amp 
stack. After meeting through a mutual friend, the 
pair have become real-life texting, hugging, taking- 
the-piss-out-of-each-other mates. And as they 
pose for photos together, they’re all grins. 

Today specifically, though, is an even bigger 
test for Austin than stepping onstage with his 
hero. For this special 
issue, he’s been tossed a 
notepad and Dictaphone 
to play the role of 
Kerrang! interviewer.

MS; “A lot of people ask that question, and I 
don’t have an answer.This isn’t meant to be an 
insult to anybody, because I listen to a lot of 
rap music, but I couldn’t name somebody.The 


closest thing would be Kanye, Eminem or even 
Drake.

M arilyn manson reeks 

of gore.The stench of dead antmal 
has gathered on his clothes from 
the filming of his latest movie, Let 
Me Mal«YouA Martyr, in which 
he plays a hitman.“i skin a coyote,” he laughs.“rm in 
the jeans I was wearing while we did the filming” 

Sat with Kerrang!, he’s auditing the things that in 
20 1 5 can still shock a man who's made a career out 
of shocking. Turns out, the self-named God of Fuck 
and Antichrist Superstar doesn’t have a very long list. 

“It really depends on the standard definition of 
shocking” he says/Tm amazed sometimes watching 
something on [news channel] CNN and it’s real. I 
can be dumbfounded - This can*t be true!’ So, I get 
high and laugh [until I] think it's a made-up fairytale.” 

Such is the modern d^-in-the-life of one of rock’s 
greatest heroes. Manson has long revelled in twisting 
the knickers of authority figure; sometimes with his 
appearance (drag-queen-goth-on-stllts), occasionally 
with his song tides (Pretty As A Swastika), and 
regularly with tales of backstage debauchery - his 
autobiography, The Long Hard Road Out Of Hell, 
details one unsavoury incident in which a deaf groupie 
was covered in cold meat, before being urinated on,“l 
think she, too, found it to be art,” he wrote. 

Now in his late-40s, you’d be forgiven for thinking 
Manson may have mellowed, discovered inner-peace. 
A recent K! interview even found him yearning for 
a family Ilfe.Yet when pushed on his role in modern 
rock, he reaches for one word:‘Troublemaken” 

“J don’t think JVe ever given up on myself,” he 
says.'Tve not become some safe version of me, I 
think the only dramatic change I’ve made in the past 


six years was to stop drinking absinthe. I switched to 
pot and vodka. We a|;ill like to - and when I see Sve’, 

I mean the collective ‘we’ in my head - fuck shit up.” 

On current evidence, the Marilyn Manson of 26 
career years is no different in dark spipt to the one 
that first grabbed headlines two decades ago. Only 
the MO has changed.“Last year I decided I was 
gonna get up when I normally go to bed, at 6am,” he 
says.“No-one understood what wat^oing on.” 

Today, his idea of a good night usually combines 
drug intake with a copy of the Bible.“Getting stoned 
and reading it aloud, untill pass out It’s got everything 
you need: devils, demons, vampires. zombies.The Bible

Despite his love of controversy, he says those 
periods of extreme notoriety - the charge sheet 
that once labelled Manson as Public Enenny Number 
One within conservative America -“v/eren’t as 
enjoyable as some people might think”. Currently, he 
views his role to be “a voice of reason in an insane 
world, though people probably see it backwards. 

I think it’s still necessary for me to be vdio I am. 

It ddes dn^ide America, which it needs because 
otherwise music is pretty fucking boring here. 


T here is a balance, then, to Manson’s IHe in 
20 1 5. He describes last year as a period 
of “rebuilding”.The Pale Emperor vras 
recorded and its subsequent release, he thinks, has 
reintroduced people to his wide-ranging art that 
comprises music, performance and acting. 

There are more projects to come, too: an 
upcoming appearance at Dovmtoad is currently in 
preparation, plus a U.S, tour with Smashing Pumpkins. 
Beyond that, there’s talk of a possible collaboration 
with old friend Jonathan Davis of Kom. 

Most of all, though, Manson seems to be an artist 
hell-bent on advancing his creative streak. He claims 
to be happy but unsatisfied; in control, but unable 
to see his work in a state of near-completion. ’Til 
never be satisfied with IHe,” he claims,“rm happy 
with it I feel like I’m accomplishing my goals, but I 
don't think I’m ever gqnna be contentThat’s been 
a part of my nature since I can remember:” 

There is stiil, then, chaos raging inside 
Mariiyn Manson, Our hero just might go to bed 
a little earlier.

S ERJ TANKIAN does not consider 
himself a hero. 

'*1 haven't saved anyone's life by 
dragging them from a burning building 
or operated on them and removed 
a oanceroys kidney or anything like that,” he 
protests. think we're good at inspiring people but 
I think the word 'hero' is a little overcompensating. 
It's a bit too much for this type of y/ovkr 
It might sound a bit Monty Python to suggest 
that only a true hero denies his heroicness, but 
you would have to view anyone who embraced 
the mande too readily with a certain degree of 
suspicion. And, for all his protestations, the System 
Of A Down frontman frts the bill better than most. 

In purely musical terms, the man has been 
an inspiration to millions, his vocal acrobatics 
and unique delivery 
playing an integral 
part in the rise of 
one of the biggest 
and most incendiary 
bands of the past two 
decades. System Of A 
Down were initially 
lumped in with the 
nu -metal set, but their 
twisted and slightly 
surreal take on 
thrashy yet melodic 
noise soon saw them 
standing in a field of exactly one. Their self-titled 
debut went off like a bomb, while 2CX) I's Toxicity 
debuted at Number One on the U.S. Biilboard 
charts, establishing them as the prime metal 
band of the new millennium. When System went 
on hiatus in 2006, Serj continued to be both 
productive and fearlessly creative, releasing a 
string of solo albums that explored everything 
from rock to classical to instrumental jazz. 

The thing that separates Serj Tan kian from 
the majority of his rockstar peers, however, is 
the way he uses his status to speak out and to 
tirelessly campaign on issues of social justice. 
Look at this issue's surrounding pages, and you 
won’t find another musician who’s been awarded 
a medal for their contribution to the cause. 

“k was humbling" Serj shrugs, of the Prime 
Minister’s Memorial Order medal he was awarded 
by the Armenian Prime Minister in 20 1 1 for his 
contribution to the campaign for recognition of 
the Armenian Genocide and the advancement 
of music. “Mo re than anything, though, it was an 
opportunity to sit down with the Prime Minister 
and have a one-on-one private chat about 
Armenian affairs and different things that I wanted 
to talk aboucTbat opportunity was golden and as 
much of an honour as the actual award for me." 


Fighting for formal 
worldwide recognition of the 
Armenian Genocide has been 
an important struggle for ali 
four members of the Armenian- v f 

American System Of A Down, 
and dieir recent Wake Up The 
Souls Tour was designed to bring 
attention to the 1 00th anniversary of 
those terrible events. Serj describes the 
tour and its climax in a free outdoor 
concert in the Armenian capital of 
Yerevan - the band's first-ever gig in 
their spiritual homeland - as among 
the most emotional and important 
shows he's ever played.The singer 
has also teamed up with Rage Against 

The Machine guitarist ^ W 
Tom Morello to create I 
the Axis Of Justice, an 
organisation that acts "as 
an umbrella for giving out 
informadon, gathering funds 
for different catastrophes 
and fighting for social justice’'. 

So, does he think k’s 
important for ardsts to use their 
posidon as a platform and to 
speak out on important issues? 

"it has been for me personally 
because I was an activist before 
I was a musician, but it’s not necessarily true for 
everyone and that’s alright as well Just inspiring 
people in life and relating to them, or having them 
relating to a song you've written, has got meaning 
too," he says. 

"The people that I see as heroes are the 
people we all see as heroes - someone like 
Gandhi, Che Guevara, Martin Luther King Jr.. 
People that have put their own lives and their 
own reputations on the line to fight for what they 
believe in, in terms of social justice and what's 
good for the majority of people.There are goo^^ 
politicians that have done that in many 
different countries - often from the 
midst of a fray of horrible politicians. 

There are just so many people 
have made their mark fightipg in 
that kind of struggle, trying to 
make the world a better place 
than they were born into." 

Someone who fights to 
make the world a better place 
than the one they were born 
into sounds like a solid definition 
of a hero to us. And whatever 
Serj might claim to the contrary, 
he fits that bill perfectly.

“In the context of me and our band, I find 
it a bit ridiculous, ’cause Tm as clueless as 
an/one else!

I do think that, in the modern era, previously 
important things in people’s lives, like religion, 
are becoming so obviously just a fairytale that 
things like music and rockstars are taking on 
a significance that religion once held. People 
need something to put their faith and belief 
in, and that doesn’t bother me when there’s 
talent attached to the people you look up 
to — if you admire someone’s art, then there is 
something magical and spiritual to that To me, 
my god is the god of creativity and ideas and 
the artists who bring diem into life." 


YOU SEEM TOREAUYBEUEVEINALOVE

“I think, for me, I believe - so much, in such an 
all-consuming way - in the power of music. I 
believe that it comes from the ether and cannot 
really be analysed; that it’s magical, really.That’s 
why I want to keep viewing the people who 
make that music as absolute heroes, as uncool 
and naVve as that might be seen to do. I want 
to keep that innocence and believe that I’m 
searching for something unfathomable from 
someone great beyond words. Once it’s not 
that, it becomes this normal thing made by 
someone just doing another job.That view helps 
me make music, too, I want to feel that I don’t 
know what I’m looking for, I want to feel like I’m 
searching. That’s why I still have an element of 
hero worship when it comes to musicians.’’ 


DO YOU THINK PEOPLE GET A mCYNKM 
ABOUT THE IDEA OF THERE BEING GENUINE 
HEROES THESE DAYS? 

“Whenever you feel too cynical about the idea 
of heroes or holding people in high esteem, 
it’s worth reminding yourself about just how 
litde of a fuck being cool matters. I have shov^ 
that I went to when I was 14 and 1 5 that I 
can remember every beat to - when you’re 
that age, things hit you at a deep level, and the 
people responsible for that should be your 
heroes.Those are the moments that changed 
my life and that's the magic of music. It’s easy to 
get cynical about musicians and put everything 
in a negative context, but don’t do that: enjoy 
your heroes and love what they make,"

HOW DO YOU THINK A BAND CAN FIND 
THEIR SOUND AND KEEP IT FRESH OVER THE 
YEARS, LARS? 

“I would always encourage people to not 
overthinkThe minute you put too much 
thought into it, I think you’ve lost a bit already. 
It has to be organic and it has to be pure, 
and it has to come from your gut and your 
heart and, I guess, your balls - you have to 
throw all of that in there. And so I guess if you 
overthink, ‘What’s my sound? What should I do 
to get a record deal?’ then you’ve already lost 
something. So, just try to stay pure with what 
you’re doing and the way you see it, without 
too many ulterior motives.” 

AS A DRUMMER, DO YOU HAVE ANY TIPS 
ON THE FUNDAMENTALS, SUCH AS THE 
BEST WAY TO KEEP TIME? 

“You’re asking me? Okay, well, there’s nobody 
else in this room! (Laughs) Obviously, if you 
play along to a click track or a metronome, 
that’s one way of keeping time, but you’ve got 
to be careful that you don’t get too mechanical. 
To me, it’s a give and take.You want to have 
swing, you want to have swagger, but what I’ve 
actually started to do is play along to records. 
Generally, most things that get recorded are in 
time. So, if you play along to records, you can 
find yourself playing along in time.” 

DRUMMING IS INTENSE. HOW DO YOU 
PREVENT YOURSELF FROM GEUING HURT? 

“You treat it with respect, and listen to your 
body, and you should always warm up; you 
^hould always stretch. There are times when

Music 
is a powerful thing and every 
single genre you can find and 
explore ought to be used 
to your advantage. Utilise 
everything you can, whether 
it's in a lyrical approach or 
a specific vocal approach. 

Once you find yourself as a 
performer; hone your abilities 
as much as you possibly can 
and keep trying to make them

DEFTONES' LEADER. SO, WHAT CAN WE LEARN FROM HIM? 



“Writing lyrics is probably the 
hardest thing I do. Singing, I’m 
self-taught, and I hear music 
and instantly melodies come 
to me.That shit is the easier 
part. But when writing lyrics, 

I really feel like I need to not 
do what’s most comfortable 
all the time.That’s where 
I challenge myself 

“I know when I’m being 
lazy and when I don’t 
challenge myself to the standards that I should. 
I’ve let myself down in the past.There are 
certain eras of our career where I wouldn’t 
say I completely phoned it in, but where the 
passion wasn’t as strong as it could have been. 

I can blame it on whatever; but mostly it 
was me trying to do as little as I could while 
expecting the most from it. In life, you’re always 
told that what you put into something is what 
you get out of it, and it took me 30-something 
years to realise that. If I put the time and work 
in, the return is closer to what it should be, and 
now I’ll never put less than 1 00 per cent in. 


“I feel like if I were to just wear 
my heart on my sleeve and was 
a straight shooter all of the time, 
some of the excitement of being 
an artist would be here and there. 
Maybe we have had a career as 
long as we have because it’s not 
just, ‘Oh, here’s Chino or Deftones, 
this is what they do.’ I always want 
to leave space for something to 
be imagined. Some of my favourite 
music is stuff that I love, but 
probably affects me differently to the person 
next to me. I spent so much time listening to 
Morrissey and Robert Smith and dissecting a 
lot of what they were saying, and still not really 
understanding a lot of it. But what I had was 
my interpretation of it, and it made it so much 
more interesting to me. I love that, when things 
aren’t spelled out for you, it gives you another 
dimension of that song, and that was a part 
of music I gravitated to, because you make 
that dimension for yourself When you give 
the listener the freedom to experience it the 
way they want to, it’s a more personal thing.’’

WHAT ADVICE DO YOU HAVE FOR 
ASPIRING GUITAR PLAYERS, TOM? 

“First of all, the kind of guitar you get makes 
no difference in the world. I’d say buy one that 
looks good when you’re standing in front of 
the mirror! As long as it stays relatively in time 
and the strings aren’t way off the fretboard, 
go with your favourite colour! Beyond that, if 
you’re serious about getting better, practice at 
least an hour a day, every day, no matter what. 
If you can do that, you’ll discover through the 
rising tide of your abilities whether it’s the 
instrument for you. I did it when I was sick, 
when I had an exam, when I would rather be 
playing baseball.That commitment really helped 
me break through.” 


HOW DOES IT FEEL WHEN YOU TURN 
YOUR EMOTIONS INTO NOISE? IT MUST 
BE PRETTY CATHARTIC.. 

“Yeah, it’s definitely cathartic. But I’ve been 
doing it so long, I don’t really reflect on it any 
more! It’s been such a huge part of my life 
from all the live performances to recordings. 
Your sole responsibility as an artist is to be 
honest in what you do and authentic in what 
you play. If you’re able to that, whether you’re 
playing garages or stadiums, you’re a success.” 


SO, WHAT'S THE HARDEST THING ABOUT 
PLAYING GUITAR? 

“I’d say the thing that’s most rewarding and 
challenging about it is playing with other 
musicians. It’s the best way of getting better. 
Some of the most challenging situations are 
finding not only musical harmony with other 
musicians, but also personal harmony with 
other musicians. Playing guitar opens the door 
to what can be very fulfilling relationships, that 
all come with their own challenges.” 


AND FINALLY... WHEN DO YOU KNOW 
YOU'VE BECOME A GUITAR HERO? 

“Well, let me tell you - my close circle of 
friends keep me pretty damn humble. I have 
trouble getting them to come to a show! And 
my kids, too. . . Like they could give a shit! 
(Laughs) In my own world. I’m dad and a 
tee-ball coach more than a guitar hero. But 
when I see my likeness tattooed on dudes’ 
backs and stuff, that does give me some 
inclination that the music and riffs I’ve played 
have mattered to people.And I’m still a big 
fan myself: I named my first son after Randy 
Rhoads! I never take it for granted when 
people express how my music has meant 
something to them. I’m very appreciative of it.” 
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“We’ve had some wild times. [But 
now] nobody is drinking.There are no 
good parties. . . I think things like that 
don’t exist any nione because there are 
no bands around. Good bands need 
good records, good writing processes, * 
good productions and to be together 
as a band in rehearsal rooms and the 
studio. All these things that frame a 
band don’t really exist any more. And 
all the bands you do get are so whiny 
ding, ding, ding. I’m missing the heav}^." 


“There are so many, I never know 
where to start. I was scarred for life 
one time at a small club show in New 
York City. The thickness of the glass 
is different in America, so one of the 
guys started hitting me [with a sheet 
of glass] but it wouldn’t break. I was 
like, ’Come on, do itI’Then they took 
a massive swing and boom! It cracked 
in the middle. You could see the gap 
it made in me. I was backstage sewing 
myself together I got dizzy and had 
to lie down. I went pale green and 
wiped my mouth, about to puke!’’ 


“I don’t really any more, though. I try to 
enjoy myself these days.To me, sport 
is more like getting the costume on 
and discipline. I hate that. Of course, 
sometimes I still go swimming but just 
not that much. In the old days, I would ’ 
be keeping fit all the time, every day, 
but nowadays I like to enjoy myself and 
my wine. You can never go wrong with 
a bottle of Brunello, the Italian wine.’’ 


“When I write, I don’t think about how 
people will interpret it. It’s almost like I 
can’t help it. It’s just there. Tho main thing 
for me is to write everything down and 
position it so people can jump on it with 
a riff. Both processes inspire each other; 
music by the lyrics, and vice versa. I’ll get 
sent an instrumental and come up with 
a hook or a line for it. Then you start 
constructing things and build it from there, 
but you need the foundation first.’’ 


“It’s both of those things, all the time 
{laughs)\ As well as wasting money, 
of course. Love is a bit like a second 
arseholeiyou need it and it’s there. 
You can’t help it, no matter who you 
are, everybody needs it in some way. 
In that sense it’s quite like breathing. 
It’s there, you need it and it comes. . . 
even if you fght it {laughs)\" 


“I get inspired by my environment 
and my past. I just sit there and 
think about things that have 
happened.That’s the best thing. You 
need to reflect on wHat's gone on* 
think about how you are now and 
combine everything on a Itttie piece 
of paper. When it comes to writers. 
I really like Charles Bukowski. he's 
kinda like my hero. And William 
S. Burroughs, of course.”

“The first person I remember really connecting to and wanting 
to be like was Bruce Dickinson from Iron Maiden.They were 
the first band to have a major impact on me, and I used to 
listen to them pretty religiously for a long, long time. Bruce had 
a major influence on me in the initial instance and then when 
I started getting more into punk, it was bands like the Misfits 
and people like Glenn Danzig who really sparked my interest 
There was something about the Misfits’ aesthetics that really 
appealed to me, and I always loved their lyrics, too.The way 
Danzig expressed himself through the music and imagery, I had 
the biggest crush on him for sure! The theatricality of Misfits, 
and Iron Maiden, in fact, was a major influence on me even at 
that early stage. In that similar theatrical vein, I was also into 
Queen in a big way.The theatricality of Freddie [Mercury] 
inspired me for what would come in the future, I think.”

Take Alice Cooper, for example, 
someone else I love; there was 
always a sense that there 
something bigger than the music 
going on.The Smidis are another 
one who have that ability.

what else was around.Thursday and Saves The Day 
definitely taught me about the human nature of 
things.The feeling of something being right there in 
front of you in a tiny dive bar. When I was forming 
what I was going to do live in my head* I brought 
the big scale stuff of Iron Maiden and Alice Cooper 
and mixed it with the more intimate style of the 
things I saw around me growing up in New Jersey.” “ 

HOW DO YOU PERSONAUY FEEL ABOUT THE ' 

IDEA OF BEING SEEN AS A HERO TOOTHERS? 

“I think it’s a weird thing; it comes with a lot of 
responsibility and pressure* too. I’ve always been 
wary of it because I don’t want to give someone 
a bad piece of advice that wilt steer them in the 
wrong direction.

“I always felt like everyone in the room is a hereto be honest. 
Performing live is the most amazing energy exchange you 
can imagine, but without the audience there that exchange 
doesn’t happen.Without those people, you can >vork as hard 
as you want but there will be no ’show’, in the truest sense of 
that word. Just going out to a show and expressing yourself 
through what you like is a heroic thing to do. It’s that strength 
to go and be a part of something, and there are lots of people 
who don’t necessarily have the courage to do that Everything 
I’ve ever done live is about empowering those people.”

Channelling the slick, 
sugary pop-punk of All Time Low, their 
ascent (and remarkable lunchtime 
turnout) proves fully justified. Opener 
Speak Soft explodes with the blinding 


superb stagecraft shows just how far 
they’ve come.The once slightly-weedy 
likes of The Truth Is A Terrible Thing 
and Kiss And Tell are now steroid- 
pumped rock bangers.And nowadays, 
of course, they also have anthems 
such as Lived A Lie, Fresh Start Fever 
and Bite My Tongue to call upon.

a LIKE THE dust clearing after 

the devastation of a terrible and 
spectacular explosion, Muse’s seventh 
studio album, Drones, ends in haunting 
tranquility. Its title track is comprised of nothing 
more than human voices, a choir of the damned 
sings of a society 'Killed by drones’.This sad 
lament comes after 48 minutes of music that is 
pitched midway between high entertainment and 
psychological warfare, a perfectly berserk tapestry 
that features - among other things - a speech by 
assassinated U.S. President John R Kennedy, blasts of 
heavy metal, bursts of disco, the pronouncements of 
a psychopathic drill seargent, excerpts from Elgar’s 
Nimrod, and God knows what else. 

In a lyrical sense. Drones is deeply pessimistic 
stuff; war poems from a world where ‘Our 
freedom’s just a loan, run by machines and drones’, 
and 'Men in cloaks always seem to run the shoW. 
Not since Pink Floyd’s The Wall has a stadium rock 
album been quite as grandly troubled as this. But 
if Matt Bellamy’s lyrics have calcified into the kind 
of nightmares visited upon characters drawn by 
notoriously bleak Czech author Franz Kafica, the 
music to which such despondency is married is the 
work of men whose talents are free to fly and soar. 

Despite its expansive nature. Drones is never 
sprawling, and even at its grandest is somehow 
oddly economical. It goes without saying that the 


playing is extraordinary, but it also should be noted 
that, for example, the kind of lead guitar work for 
which other axemen would barter their souls is 
here used in a manner both sparing and tasteful. 
What this means is that when such otherworldly 
talent is given space - as it is on the electrifying 
Reapers - the virtuosity on display explodes in 
every direction. Co-produced by studio hard-arse 
Robert John ‘Mutt’ Lange (the man who made 
AC/DC and Def Leppard sound huge), Drones is 
also the first Muse release since 2003’s Absolution 
to work as an album, rather than merely a 
collection of songs. Invariably, the results are 
sensational, from the pulverizing Psycho, to the 
thrillingly contrary Defector, to the 10-minute 
showstopper that lies in wait on the penultimate 
track,The Globalist. 

In the past, Muse’s tendency toward excess has 
at times resulted in music that is the equivalent of a 
truly beautiful woman wearing too much make-up. 
But with Drones, the group have married their vast 
canvas of ideas to a narrative that is considered, 
both lyrically and musically. With little room to 
breathe, let alone indulge daft follies, the result is 
a claustrophobic classic that sharpens the focus of 
what is possible in the name of high-minded rock.

HOW on RnURHED AFTER BEING 
SACKED FROM SABBATH, AND BECAME 
THE PRINCE OF FUCKING DARKNESS 


AT THE start of the 1 980s, Ozzy 
Osbourne was a wreck. Following 
a period of rising tensions and an 
artistic slump that resulted in the largely 
awful Never Say Die!, Black Sabbath kicked 
their iconic singer out of the band in 1979, 
citing unreliability and out-of-control 
substance abuse as the main causes. 

Following his departure from Sabbath, 
the singer spent his $95,000 severance pay 
on one final bender in a Los Angeles hotel 
room, assuming it was all over. Instead, one 
Sharon Arden rescued Ozzy from oblivion, 
becoming his manager and pairing him with 
a dynamite young guitarist, Randy Rhoads. 
Randy’s fiery fretwork lit up Ozzy’s first two 
solo full-lengths before a tragic plane crash 
in 1 982 robbed the world of his talent. 

In 1 980, however, when Blizzard Of Ozz 
was released, the world was Ozzy’s oyster. 
The album was a huge success, and set the 
scene for Ozzy to emerge as the metal 
world’s biggest, bat-chomping solo star. 


WHAT STATE OF MIND WERE YOU 
IN AFTER YOU GOT KICKED OUT 
OF BLACK SABBATH? 

OZZY OSBOURNE (VOCALS): “Well, I was 
drinking heavily. I was a mess, really, but the 
thing about that was that I had nothing to 
lose. In my experience, it’s the first albums 
you do, when you’ve got everything to gain 
and nothing to lose, that are the easiest ones 
to make. It was the same thing with the first 
Sabbath album - if it’s a hit, great, but if not. 
I’ve still made a record, y’know?’’ 


WHAT DO YOU REMEMBER ABOUT 
WRITING CLASSIC SONGS LIKE CRAZY 
TRAIN AND MR CROWLEY? 

'Not a fucking thing! I really can’t remember. 
It’s in that period of time... I mean, I can 
remember doing the first Black Sabbath 
album more than I can remember doing 
Blizzard Of Ozz! I was fucked up quite a 
lot back then." 


OKAY... BUT CAN YOU REMEMBER THE 
FIRST TIME YOU HEARD RANDY PLAY? 

“I was in a hotel in Los Angeles and I was 
told, ‘You’ve got to hear this guy play.’ He 
came round to the hotel and said, ‘I can 
play for you tomorrow,’ and I’m thinking, 
‘Yeah, yeah, yeah.’ So, next day, I drag my 
arse down to the studio and in my heart 
I said, ‘Either I’m smoking some fucking 
good dope here or you’re something from 
another fucking planet!’ It was just a fucking 
joy to hear this guy play. You know when 
you connect with somebody, it was like, 
‘Wow!’ It was meant to be.’’ 


HOW DO YOU FEEL ABOUT THE ALBUM 
LOOKING BACK NOW? 

“It’s still greatAnd it 
saved me, y’know? 

If it hadn’t done 
anything, I don’t 
know what I’d be 
doing now.’’ 


DID YOU FEEL YOU WERE IN 
COMPETITION WITH SABBATH 
AT THIS POINT? 

“Of course! I’d be a liar if I said no. I wasn’t 
really into the music with Sabbath any 
more because we’d lost the plot along 
the way. I wanted to have fun and I 
wanted to rock around the clock. 

On that Blizzard Of Ozz album, it 
was just one of those miracles. 

We went to Monmouthshire 
in Wales, where we always 
used to work with Black 
Sabbath.

went through, so the first things 
I went to were local hardcore 
punk shows and I remember 
The Get Up Kids opening for 
MxPx on one tour. I was driving 
then, probably about 16, and I 
was going to shows as much as 
I could, sneaking out of the house 
or telling my dad I was staying at 
a friend’s. I couldn’t get enough 
of it! Still can’t, really. 

“They opened in this bigger 
club, Ziggy’s, in Winston-Salem, 
and my friends and I went to that 
show, then afterwards they played 


a smaller DIY venue and they 
played pretty much every song 
they had at the time. They were 
absolutely great! 

“They didn’t have a PA, so they 
were running everything through 
amps on the floor in this dirty little 
empty warehouse room where 
everybody’s jumping around and 
it’s really tight and if you’re up 
front you’re holding the crowd 
back to stop them knocking over 
the band! 

“I got home at about 2am and 
my dad was furious. I was meant 
to be home way before that and 
I was driving a $500 car that was 
older than me. It was a Nissan 
Sentra with a stick shift, but only 
first, third and fifth gear worked 
and it was duct-taped together! 

So, I think it was more that I was 
driving a half-hour back and forth 
in this car. And then I didn’t want 
to do anything else!’’

Plus, it has bands 
like Carnivores and Fatherson, 
who aren’t so heavy but they’ll get in 
a van and play with metal bands or 
acoustic singer-songwriters.There’s 
no rivalry.

There’s the Queen Margaret 
Union, too, which is an essential 
stepping stone for ‘buzz bands’ 
stepping up.’’ 

WHAT'S YOUR FAVOURITE 
GLASGOW GIG MEMORY? 
“Seeing Green Day at the SECC 

Arena when I was a kid. It was a 
first big arena show - the sort of 
thing we’re now trying to do. I’ve seen 
Smashing Pumpkins, Green 
Day, and Biffy Clyro in there a few 
times. But the first time I crowd- 
surfed was at a Green Day show

and my wallet came out of my pocket. 
When I went up to the front, my 
wallet and bank cards and everything 
was up there for me. I think that 
shines a good light on Glasgow.’’ 

WHERE SHOULD BUDDING 
BANDS HANG OUT? 

“The record store Love Music on 
Dundas Street beside Queen Street 
Station is great. It used to be called 
Avalanche.The experience of going 
in the wee door and meeting the 
owner- who’s American or Canadian, 
I think - who is a big new music 
champion. . . He gave us our first-ever 
in-store. Even the way it’s laid out is 
like an education in music.There’ll be 
things like Neil Young albums or Pearl 
Jam records you couldn’t even get on 
the internet I learned about so many 
bands just going in there.’’ 

IS THERE ANYWHERE ELSE 
PEOPLE SHOULD VISIT? 

“There’s a music shop called 
Southside Music. It’s a big 
landmark for our band and me 
personally. It’s where Ross [McNae, 
Twin Atlantic bassist] got his first 
electric guitar and it’s where I got my 
first amp. Some weirdly monumental 
moments have happened in that tiny 
shop. Also, the jukebox in Nice
